Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1943,  and 
my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  district  as  a  whole.  It  will 
be  observed  that,  as  in  other  wartime  reports,  many  items  of 
interest  are  omitted  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
grounds  of  national  security. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  maintain  the 
essential  public  services  on  as  near  a  pre-war  scale  as  possible.  I 
think  the  Council  may  be  satisfied  that  this  has  been  done,  and 
one  or  two  extensions  of  services  have  been  made  during  the 
period  under  review. 

The  continuation  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  has  not  been  carried  on  without  considerable  difficulty, 
more  of  the  staff  of  my  department  having  left  for  service  with 
H.M.  Forces,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  time  has  had  to  be 
devoted  to  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service.  I  am,  however, 
very  much  indebted  to  the  temporary  staff  who  have  replaced 
those  members  of  the  department  at  present  absent,  and  wish  to 
place  on  record  my  gratitude  for  the  continued  support  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  and  officials  of  other  departments.

1.  (i)  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

These  are  set  out  at  the  commencement  of  this  Report. 

(ii)  ( a )  Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  facilities  provided  under  this 
heading. 

(ii)  ( b )  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  re-organisation  of  this  service,  mentioned  in  my  Report 
for  the  previous  year,  has  continued.  The  Council  maintains  two 
ambulances  and  combines  with  the  St,  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade 
(Grays  Division),  who  also  possess  two  ambulances,  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  this  service. 

The  Council  have  now  appointed  five  whole-time  drivers,  and 
during  the  year  under  review  have  arranged  to  purchase  two  new 
modern  ambulances  to  replace  older  vehicles  becoming  unservice¬ 
able.  The  Civil  Ambulance  Service  is  now  manned  day  and  night 
(Telephone  No.  ‘  Tilbury  2.000  ’),  and  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
during  the  period  under  review. 

(ii)  (c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  within  the  district  eight  Nursing  Associations 
serving  South  Ockendon,  Aveley,  Purfleet,  West  Thurrock,  Grays, 
Stifford,  Little  Thurrock,  Chadwell-St.-Mary,  Tilbury,  Stanford- 
le-Hope  and  Bulphan.  In  addition,  the  Grays  Medical  Comforts 
Committee  continued  its  useful  work  during  the  year. 

(ii)  (e)  Hospitals— Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  following  hospitals  exist  in  the  Urban  District :  — 
Seamen’s  Hospital,  Tilbury  (general  and  casualty). 

Orsett  Hospital  (E.C.C.  and  casualty). 

Thurrock  I.D.  Hospital  (infectious  diseases  and  casualty). 

The  normal  peace-time  accommodation  has  been  reported 
upon  annually  up  to  1938.  For  security  reasons  it  is  considered 
inadvisable  to  give  any  detailed  facts  regarding  war-time  bed 
accommodation,  operating  theatre  facilities,  special  plant,  etc., 
as  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  all  other  authorities  concerned 
are  in  possession  of  full  information.

During  the  year  1943,  Nursery 
No.  2,  situated  in  London  Road,  West  Thurrock,  was  opened  on 
19th  July,  1943,  and  Nursery  No.  3,  situated  in  Whitehall  Lane, 
Grays,  was  opened  on  the  nth  October,  1943. 

At  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  the  Report  there  are 
vacancies  at  all  three  nurseries.

Special  reference  is  required  in  this  Report  on  the  steps 
taken  by  the  Welfare  Authorities  to  improve  the  general  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  to  combat  the  infestation  of  head  lice.

The  Department  has  an  arrangement  with  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  whereby  the  latter  are  notified 
immediately  of  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  in 
order  that  a  sample  of  water  may  be  taken  from  the  household’s 
supply.

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  principal  stream  in  this  area  is  the  Mardyke,  which 
rises  above  Bulphan  and  Orsett  Fens  and  discharges  into  the 
Thames  at  Aveley.

All  the  foregoing  samples  were  satisfactory  insofar  as  the 
phosphatase  test  was  concerned  but  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the 
last  nine  cast's  the  bacterial  count  was  high,  very  high  in  some 
instances.

4.  Sterilized  Milk. 

One  sample  was  taken  which  gave  a  negative  result  from  the 
point  of  view  of  bacteria  and  coliform  count. 

5.  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme. 

During  April  an  approach  was  made  by  the  Essex  War 
Agricultural  Committee  as  to  whether  or  not  trie  Council  were 
prepared  to  participate  in  a  scheme  involving  the  taking  by  their 
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Inspectors  of  two  samples  of  milk  per  month  (morning  and  even¬ 
ing)  from  Producers  whose  milk  is  retailed  within  the  area.  The 
Council  and  Inspectors  agreeing,  the  scheme  came  into  operation 
in  May.  The  milk  so  sampled  is  submitted  to  a  Resazurin  Test 
and  categorised  in  accordance  with  results,  category  ‘A*  being  a 
milk  of  good  keeping  quality,  category  B  ’  of  medium  quality 
which  should  be  improved  upon,  whilst  category  ‘  C  ’  is  milk  of 
definitely  poor  keeping  quality.  A  table  of  samples  is  given  below. 
Any  remedial  action  is  taken  by  the  Essex  War  Agricultural 
Committee.
